Seriously Shot by Unknowa Man 

As ■ rfciirit of • shooting affray 
which took place Wednesday night 
Tom Bowles, of Cynthiana, well 
known in this city, was seriously in- 
jured by a man whose identity has not 
yet been disclosed. 

The shooting took ulace neai the 
corner of Tenth and Pleasant, streets 
about midnight, while Bowles was go- 
inp: id the direction of the Liouisville 
and Nashville depot. Four men were 
in the part) that did the shooting and 
after the shot was fired all of them 
ran down Tenth atrcct ans^ dnap- 
peared. 

The bullet from the revolver took 
effect in iJowles' righ! side, passing 
i between two of his libs. narrowly mic- 
! sing his right lung and lodged in his 
back. He was taken to the Kordham 
. hotel where Dr. George Kankin was 
sjmmoned tj attend his injuries, 
j According to the statement of 
i Bowles he was walking in the direc- 
tion of the depot, having left the 
saloon of John Johnson at the coiner 
of Tei;th and Main at twelve o'clock. 
He Bsid that four men, all ot whom 
were unknown to him. walking in the 
aame direction paued him on the pave- 
ment and when a few feet in fnmt one 
of the nnmber torned, drew a revolver, 
and fired point blank at him. 

He ssid that no remarks were ex- 
changed between be and the men ana 
the shooting was without provocation. 
ISeveral persons in the neighburhood 
heard the shot but as there had been 
a large amount of firewo'-ks exoloded 
in that Incality, nothing was thought 
of the report, and it was supposed it 
was a cannon cracker or a gif nt tor- 
pedo. Pfedestjians passing in that 
direction shortly after the shooting 
found L5ovvies suffering intensely from 
the wound, ana he was taken to the 
Fordham Hotel. 

Mrs. Bowles, his wife, was notified 
of the shooling yesterday morning and 
she came to Paris on the early train to 
be with her husband until he is able to 
be removed to his home in^Cvnthiana. 

While the wound is in a dangerous 
locality the nature of it is such as to 
cause little alarm. Unless complica- 
tions arise he will M«on reeover from 
the injury. 

This is the second aetioua accident 
Bowles has soatained in the past 
year. Recently be fell from a train 
at Lair Station striking on bis face 
and destroying the sight of his r.ght 
eye. He was confined in the hospital 
at Cynthiana for several weeki as a 
result of this accident.

PAPYAl TAKEN FROM EGYPT 

Most Nearly Perfect Rolls Ever 
Found Unearthed Near Temple of 
the Ptolemies* 

London. — The numerous large and 
valuable rolls of historical papyri re- 
cently discovered by Robert De Rus- 
tafjaell, F. R. G. S., have now been 
brought to England. Mr. De Rustaf- 
Jaell has allowed an Inspection of 
the rolls, which are certain to create 
considerable interest in the Bclentifi.c 
world. They were unearthed by a 
fellah while sinking the foundation of 
his mud-hut near a temple of the 
Ptolemies in Upper Egypt, and are 
of the Oreco-Egyptlan period. 

There are seventeen of them. They 
are about twelve inches wide, all 
closely rolled, and some are as much 
as four inches in diameter. The size 
of the largest probably will be found 
to be about fifty feet, which would be 
a record length for a roll of papyri. 
The rolls probably are the most 
nearly perfect ever found. 

"It should be borne in mind." said 
Mr. De RustatJaell. "that Manetho. 
the Greek historian, who lived prob 
ably about the time that these manu- 
scripts were written, gave us a his- 
tory of Egypt, and the only frame- 
work we possess of the order and 
number of djmaatic reigns. 

"With the discovery of the Rosetta 
Stone we obtained the long-lost key 
to the language of ancient Egyptians. 
We think that we are justified in anti- 
cipating farther and possibly more 
startling ravalatioiiB fh>m thaaa manu- 
scripts." 

Mr. De Rustaf jaell had the good for- 
tune about four years ago to light 
upon the find of papyri which were 
published in an Ihtereating book 
called "The Ught of Egypt" At the 
time they were popularly referred to 
as "Further New Sayings of Christ." 
One volume only, however, dealt with 
the subject. It proved to be Saint 
Bartholomew's apocnrphal narrative 
by Christ of his descent Into hell. 
This is the only authentic literature 
extant on which the Litany is based 
in the passage referring to the de- 
scent Into hen. 



USE LIQUOR TO QUENCH FIRE 

Queets at Coney Island Pour "Fire 
Water^ on Burning Paper Bits 
and 8ave Strueture. 

New York. — Wine and beer were 
substituted for water in extinguishing 
a fire that threatened for a time to 

sweep through Stauch's restaurant 
and pavilion, one of the largest build 
ings at Coney Island. 

The fire was started by a lighted 
match thrown Into a pile of confetti. 
Almost Instantly the flames leaped to 
the ceiling, igniting the decorations.

There was an unsually large 
attendance at the dance when the 
fire started. It was estimated that 
there were 3,000 persona in the hall. 

A balcony circles the dance hall and 
It was thronged when the lire started.

When the cry of fire was raised and 
the shaft of flame Jumped toward the 
ceiling, everybody in the hall emptied 
the contents of their glasses on the 
fire. 

When the downpour of wine came 
from the balcony Knobloch and many 
who were d^neUig warf drapched. 



PLANS CONCIUATION COURT 

Cleveland Ready to Try aehame to 
Reduee Costs of Small 
Mall to Aid. 

Cleveland, O. — Judges of the mu- 
nicipal court, who have been eonsld- 

ering ways and means of lowering the 
costs of court procedure, adopted a 
resolution urging the creation of a 
"conciliation court." This court will, 
It Is understood, start its work 
January 1, 1913. All claims of less 
than $50, garnishments, attachments, 
replevins and similar suits, will be 
heard in the "conciliation court," 
which will be presided over by a spe- 
cial judge, to be appointed by Chief 
Justice McOannon. The new court 
will attempt a settlement of the claims 
which are presented to it without the 
Institution of formal proceedings. 
Costs of suits which will be consider- 
ed in the court wlU be greatly de- 
creased. 

Service of subpoenaes by registered 

mail was also discussed by the judges 
as a method of further lowering the 
cost of legal proceedings.

Henry McGinley. chief of. the Paris 
fire department, against whom charges 
were prefernd evetal weeks age and 
whicb,have been under the eoorse of 
investigation kj the membars of the 
fire committee of Ibe City Coonsil. 
wai ezoaerated io a reoort presented 
to the eouncil at its meeting last 
night 

The report recites that after inves- 
tigating the affair fully it was found 
that the charges that McGinley appro- 
priated certain articlen of the citv for 
his own use were not only false but 
absolutely without foundatioo. It is 
as follows ■ 
"To the Mayor and Board of Council 
of the City ot Paris, Ky. 

"Gentlemen — Some time aiio certain 
charges and statements affecting the 
conduct and honesty of Henry Mc(iin- 
lev, chief of the fire department, 
were made, said charges beiiig set 
out in articlesijappearinc in the vari- 
ous newspapers published in ths city. 

"These charges were to the effect 
that Mr. McGinley had appropriated 
certain property belonging to the citv 
and converting it to his own use.
